ABSTRACT 


A new cultivar of Lavandula plant named 'LAVSTS 1 1 ' that is 
characterized by bushy, semi-open habit, and sterile bracts that change in color 
from lilac to red-violet, combined with blue-violet corollas. These traits sets it 
apart from all other existing varieties of Lavandula known to the inventor.
